AN AC r to amend and correct section 1 of chapter 74 of the revised 
statutes of 1858, entitled "of Free Masons, Odd Fellows and other 
similar societies" 

Amended. 

Legalized. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section one (1) of chapter seventy-four 
(74) of the revised statutes of 1858, entitled "of Free 
Masons, Odd Fellows and other similar societies," is 
hereby amended and corrected by striking out the 
word, Harmon's," where it occurs in the third line of 
said section, and inserting in lieu thereof the word, 
" Hermann's" so that said section shall hereafter read 
as follows : Section J. It 'ball be lawful for all per-
sons of full age, belonging to ary grand lodge or 
divisions of Free Masons, Odd Fellows, Hermann's 
Sons or Sons of Temperance, and other similar 
societies, and subordinate lodges and divisions, duly 
organized and acting under and by the authority of 
the grand lodges or divisions of the aforesaid orders of 
the state of Wisconsin and other similar societies, not 
under the jurisdiction of a grand lodge or division, to 
assemble at their usual places of meeting, and by the 
rules of their societies elect any number of discreet 
persons of their order or society, not less than three 
nor more than nine in number as trustees, to take 
charge of the estate and property belonging thereto, 
and to transact all business relative to the investment 
and disposal thereof 

SECTION 2. All acts, resolutions and proceedings of 
the grand lodge of said order of Hermann's Sons

' 
 and 

of its subordinate lodges shall have the same legal force 
and effect, as if the name of said order had been 
spelled correctly in said section and chapter of the 
revised statutes. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect.andbe in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
